more money. Finally, someone in 
the government has cut through the i 
maze of misunderstanding and ac- 
cepted frankly the fact 
that it is 


useless to tell banks to be liberal 
about loans when a bank examiner 
comes around the next day and ar- 
bitrarily classifies a loan as poor 
and insists that the loan be written 
off and bank capital 
reduced ac- 


cordingly to take care of the "loss." 


Pressure for uniform bank exam- 


ination or at least for a coordina- 
tion of policies has 
been .coming 


from all parts of the country for a 
long time. President Roosevelt in 
a recent message to congress recog- 
nized the need. Today 
the three 


agencies primarily concerned with 
bank examination—the federal re- 
serve board, the federal deposit in- 
surance corporation and the office 
of the comptroller of the currency 
in the treasury department—ha\e 
come closer together in formulating 
^a program of uniform bank examin- 
ation than they ever have been be- 
fore. And now that an agreement 
has been reached, the association of 
state banking departments probably 
will adopt the new rules so that 
America can go forward with that 
big hurdle of uncoordinated bank 
examinations actually overcome. 


Small Business Xeeds Help 


The meaning of this to the small 


business man can hardly be over- 
stated. For in a consideration of 
what are "slow" or "doubtful" or 
"loss" loans, the banks have hereto- 
fore been subjected, especially in 
times of business depression, 
to 


great pressure by the bank examin- 
ers, whereas this is the very time 
when they should be given every 
legitimate encouragement to make 
loans. 


From this Jendency to scale the 


bankers has come a realization in 
Washington that psychological fac- 
tors induced by the government's 
own field representatives can pro- 
duce serious results in the whole 
field of the public's relations to the 
banks. 


But there is something even more 


vital in the new plan. It relates to 
"capital" loans. Banks usually lend 
money on commercial loans with 
the expectation that the borrower 
can pay back within nine months. 
Banking practice has lather encour- 
aged the idea that a business which 
cannot liquidate a loan in that time 
needs permanent capital and should 
go into the capital market to get it. 


Small businesses, on the other 


hand, cannot get into the 
capital 


markets as do the large businesses 
which float loans m the nation's 
bond markets. The big investment 
banking houses rarely find it prac- 
ticable to attempt a distribution 
through retail outlets of any loan 
involving less than §1,000,000. Small 
businesses, to be sure, need varying 
sums and most of them 
need 


amounts far below $1,000,000 apiece 
The probabilities are that the credit 
needs of small businesses run from 
$10,000 to $150.000 each and only oc- 
casionally above that sum. 


No Capital Markets 


Congress did not provide any cap- 


ital market for small business. And 
it is too expensive for the little 
business men to file a registration 
statement and go through the secur- 
ities and exchange commission and 
try to sell to the public, even if a 
machinery for such sale of capital 
securities were available. What gov- 
ernor Eccles of the federal reserve 
bond suggested was that banks be 
permitted to buy a note or bond is- 
sue of a business located in their

immediate vicinity. It must be an 
established business and one that 
has a record which indicates a great 
likelihood of repayment. 
The new 


regulations are understood to be de- 
signed to permit the banks in a lo- 
cal community to buy bonds issued 
for about 10 years but with a provi- 
sion in them that the bonds or notes 
must be amortized by periodic pay- 
ments within every year, not neces- 
sarily every month as in the case of 
housing loans. 


Heretofore banks could buy the 


bonds of big corporations whose se- 
curities are rated or registered and 
for which there is a kind of public 
market. But the banks 
were pro- 


hibited from buying the securities 
of small businesses because these 
were not formally rated and usually 
were not marketable anywhere. 


To overcome this advantage and 


yet provide a safe investment for 
banks, the new rules would allow 
banks to put in their investment 
portfolio some of these bonds or 
notes of small businesses. Because 
each bank probably will diversify 
its investments of this type and be- 
cause such 
bond or 
note issues 


would necessarily carry an interest 
rate higher than the banks can now 
get by keeping 
so much of their 


funds in federal, state or city bonds, 
there is a likelihood that the earn- 
ings of banks from these loans now 
will tend to increase. It is a con- 
structive step in that direction be- 
cause many banks have hardly been 
earning their overhead due to the 
fact that they could not use their

NEW WDA DECISION 
I 


In its revamped opinion concerning the I 


validity of the WDA, often called Wiscon- 
sin's little TV A, the supreme court, inso- 
far as we can judge from the portion of 
of the opinion printed, resolved to hold the 
act valid by limiting it to the proper fea- 
tures which the legislature was author- 
ized by the constitution to enact into law 
and disregard the invalid part, lopping it 
off as just so much dead timber. 


The closeness of the decision at Mad- 


ison, coupled with 
the 
unusually long 


study given to the subject, discloses a 
commendable purpose upon the part of the 
court to look into every nook and corner 
of legislative effort for the purpose of 
sustaining the lawmaking body if it is 
possible to do so consistently with honor 
and the obligation the court owes the 
people to see to it that there be no trans- 
gression upon those limitations which the 
people have imposed upon their legis- 
lators. 


We should all remember that it is 


deeprooted in our governmental structure 
that the state cannot farm out the sov- 
ereign power of government, and that our 
constitution contains a direct prohibition 
against the state itself entering into pri- 
vate business. 


Since it is the Progressives who are 


constantly tugging at every part of the 
harness in order tcf obtain more power 
we cannot for the life of us see why these 
very same Progressives appear so highly 
antagonistic to submitting to the people 
for their vote a proposed amendment to 
the constitution giving them the power 
they apparently v/ish which, if the people 
approve, will then be theirs without cut- 
ting across lots. 


HOW BUREAUCRACY WORKS 


The report of an American Bar Asso- 


ciation Committee headed by Dean Roscoe 
Pound of the Harvard Law School and 
dealing with administrative law, or what 
we have come to call bureaucracy, is a 
broad criticism of the governmental agen- 
cies affected and their tendency to yield 
to political pressure, decide for political 
reasons, and generally exercise their pow- 
er for political purposes, and all at the 
expense of right or justice. 


The committee very appropriately list- 


ed eight tendencies that its examination 
of bureaucracy has indicated are gener- 
ally present. They follow: 


1. Decide issues without hearing 


one or both of the parties involved. 


2. Decide on the basis of matters 


not before the tribunal or on evidence 
not produced. 


3. Make decisions on the basis of 


preformed opinions and prejudices. 


4. Consider Ihe administrative de- 


termining function one of acting rather 
than deciding. 


5. Disregard jurisdictional limits. 
6. Make arbitrary rules for admin- 


istrative convenience. 


7. Fall into perfunctory routine. 
8. Mix up rule making, investiga- 


tion, prosecution, the advocate's func- 
tion, the judge's function, 
and the 


function of enforcing a judgment." 
Several of these points may be made 


plainer by a little elucidation although it 
would r.ot be seemly for the committee to 
speak so plainly.

worst features o: bureaucracy is that im- 
portant decisions are made affecting liber- 
ty and property solely for political pur- 
poses, wantonly indifferent to the de- 
mands of justice.

inner sanctums it might have been spe- 
cific.

There 
is now sufficient power in administrative 
boards at Washington to control this coun- 
try unless the people see through the 
masquerades and realize that they may be 
tricked just for the sake of an election.

The smartest thing congress has done 


in six months was to recognize that its 
words might as well be shouted against 
the tempest as to try to get attention 
with the Flying Dutchman on the pitching 
mound.

Bunker Hill, at the 
outbreak of the Revolution, witnessed a 
magnificent leader, Dr. Warren, fall upon 
the field of battle urging the colonists on 
to resistance. With this sort of a start it 
might have been anticipated that more 
medical men would have sought the post 
of political leadership. 


Perhaps there is something about the 


demands and exactions of the profession 
that make a division of loyalty difficult 
or impossible. Or there may be something 
in the care and precision that human or- 
ganisms demand from the medical pro- 


• fession so inconsistent and hostile to the 
make-believe and shifting sands of politi- 
cal life that those trained to the former 
do not accept the latter in good grace.

as a great statesman. 
He is properly 


rated as a stubborn and persistent fighter 
for the right as it was given him to see 
the right.

"Yes-Yes" men is that he fulfilled the 
original definition of a member of con- 
gress, one of the best men in a commu- 
nity who did what he thought was cor- 
rect and honorable.

When he should hr.vc been at home in bed, 
and know it. he Mood in the senate trying 
to moid its opinion parallel to his own. 


No better epitaph could be written for 


nnvc-r.e. 


Which merely goes to prove that "Democrat" 


—like "Liberal"—has long since lost its mean- 
ing as E name.

periments with coal tar derivatives 
which have been found to cause 
cancer in mice.

ernment expense. Fellowships are 
granted to apt students to continue 
special lines of research. 


For treatment of syphilis and 


gonorrhea the legislation authorizes 
up to $3,000,000 a year. Of this, $2.- 
600,000 goes to the states for use in 
providing laboratory facilities to 
aid physicians in diagnosing and 
treating the diseases and in pub- 
licizing the need of treatment. 


The remaining $400,000 goes to 


the venereal disease division of the 
bureau of public health for

Kaukauna — Packing of peas at 


the Baker Canning company was 
started Tuesday at the Dundas fac- 
tory and was scheduled to start to- 
day at the Theresa plant of the 
company, according to Robert Bak- 
er, head of the organization. 


The company has 800 acres of 


peas under contract for the Dundas 
factory, 
including 
approximately 


450 acres of the early variety which 
is being harvested now and 350 
acres of the late x'ariety. 


"The yield is fairly good," Baker 


stated, "but rain is needed badly." 


The early crop of peas has not 


been harmed much by lice but they 
have 
started to infest 
the late 


fields. The late fields of peas are 
being treated to eradicate the lice. 


The length of the pack this year 


will depend on the weather. Mr. 
Baker 
explained. 
If a sufficient 


amount of rain falls shortly the 
pack probably will run five or six 
•weeks, otherwise it will run only 
four weeks. 


The pack this year will run from 


50.000 to 55.000 cases, according to 
estimates. 
Last 
year 
the 
pack 


amounted to 70,000 cases and lasted 
five weeks. The crop is somewhat 
smaller this year because the early 
plantings were hit by frost. Instead 
of carrying four or five pods most 
of the vines have only two. 


One hundred five men will be 


employed at the Dundas factory 
and in the field during the pack. 
If the warm weather continues, the 
rrop will ripen quickly and the 
plant will be forced to operate al- 
most continuously in order to pre- 
vent loss by spoilage.

that it was illegal to grant a tavern 
license for that building and de- 
clared that he would veto any ac- 
tion of the council. Alderman M. J. 
Grode immediately moved to grant 
a license. He declared 
that he 


agreed that no tavern should be 
permitted there but that he wanted 
to challenge the mayor's ruling. 


Several other motions popped up 


on the matter in rapid succession. 
The mayor asked City Attorney Ed- 
ward C. McKenzie for a ruling. Mc- 
Kenzie explained that a tavern had 
a legal right in that location but 
could be prevented by a petition 
of citizens. He wanted to read the 
Wisconsin law applying to the case 
but the mayor stormed, "I don't 
care about your statutes. As a law- 
yer you should know the law. Just 
tell me." 


Some one finally mentioned in 


the general discussion that a mo- 
tion had been made and seconded 
but the mayor declared that he 
would not put the motion, declaring 
that it was out of order. "I know 
the law." 


Alderman Tuchscherer appealed 


to the decision of the chair. 


"What do you mean?" Jensen 


asked. 
"I mean that I made a motion 


that was seconded and you refused 
to put it I ask that you step down 
from the chair and permit M. J. 
Grode, president of the council, to 
take over." 


The mayor flatly refused and de- 


clared that the city attorney could 
not say that the motion was in or- 
der. 


Mayor Argues 


The mayor was arguing whether 


or not a tavern could be permitted 
there while the motion merely stat- 
ed that the matter should be laid 
over until the council meets to 
grant licenses. Grode declared that 
the council had investigated the 
law some years ago and had found 
that a tavern could not be barred 
at that location. 


The letter from the Rev. W. A. 


Jacobs, pastor of the First Congre- 
gational church, was read again. 
The letter staled that the congrega- 
tion would be willing to present a 
petition opposing the location of a 
tavern in the building. The motion 
to defer action until the time of li- 
censing was again read and Alder- 
man Karrow suggested that an 
amendment be made so that the 
church officers will be notified of 
the next meeting and may present 
their objections at that time. That 
suggestion was ruled in order by 
the mayor and the council passed 
the resolution. 


"My bet is still good," the mayor 


declared after the vote. 


The request 
of live Menasha 


beauty parlor operators 
that the 


council license and limit the num- 
ber of beauty parlors in the city 
also resulted 
in argument. The 


council agreed that the operators 
should be protected against fahops 
which come in and operate only 
during the good season but felt that 
action should be deferred until the 
next meeting so that an ordinance 
which would stand legal tests could 
be framed. 


Asks Action 


The mayor wanted immediate ac- 


tion and suggested that a bond be 
required of the beauty parlors. 


"Is it fair to put action off when 


we have people in the audience 
who would like immediate action?" 

"It wouldn't take 
me an hour and a hah to make a 
resolution." 


Alderman Edward Zciningcr ssid 


Jiat he did not approve fly-by-night 
establishments but that he didn't 
like to limit business. Alderman 
John Eckrich also said he favored 
a bond but did not think the council 
should try to keep out business. 


"You're about 20 years too late 


with your suggestion," the mayor 
said. "There's a little lousy affair 
that has always tried to keep good 
business out of the city. It never 
did any good to the city." 


"Do you mean the Wooden Ware?" 


Eckrich asked.

The statement was challenged by 


Eckrich but the mayor returned to 
the beauty parlor problem. 


Beauty parlor operators present 


declared that the number of shops 
should be limited as the local per- 
sons paid taxes and hired local 
help.

A pound of crude white arsenic can 
be substituted for the Paris green, 
as can one pint of the liquid sodium ' 
arsemte which is used as grasshop- j 
per poison. The use of arsenate of, 
lead and calcium arsenate as sub- 
stitutes does not give satisfactory 
results.

Poultry Shelters ' 


Are Inexpensive 


Range Roosts Can he Built 


Easily; Gaining iii 


Popularity 


With young poultry 
on range, 


many poultrymcn are finding a' 
range shelter both a convenience: 
and a necessity, according to R. C. I 
Swanson. county agricultural agent, i 


Inexpensively made, with roosts' 


under a roof and wire floors, sides,' 
and ends to protect from rodents., 
these shelters are proving to be a 
roal "fresh air palace" for poultry. 
Such a shelter is convenient whe'n [ 
the colony house is too heavy for 
easy moving, and it is light in 
weight. A shelter may be a neces- 
sity especially 
when too many 


chicks are started in a permanent 
brooder house and additional roost- 
ing places must be provided. It is 
also convenient for providing roost- 
ing space for roosters and capons. 
A 10 foot by 10 foot shelter will ac- i 
comodate between 100 and 125 for 
roosting. 


Such shelters are coming into 


more general use and may be used 
early in the season for pullets from 
6 to 8 weeks old. Early in the sea- 
son, when some protection may be 
needed for closing the ends, heavy 
paper or bags are frequently used. | 
During the summer, this type of 
construction assures good, well ven- 
tilated roosting quarters. Plans for 
these structures may be secured 
from the county agent's office or 


from the poultry department at the 
college of agriculture.
